The excitement during the last 120 yards of the race 
was something extraordinary, cries of ‘‘ Pelham,” ‘ Pym,” and 
‘‘ Cheetham,” being heard all over the ground; and above all was 
heard, as the New Pavilion was passed, the shout, “ Cheetham wins.” 
A tremondous burst of cheering was sent up when it was found that 
Cheetham had won, which did not subside for some time, ‘Tho timo 
was very good, the quarter being run in 55 sec.

the public remain so unfaithfully studied. These reasons, we think, 
cannot be gainsaid. Mutual starting, wo again repeat, is a public 
nuisance, and the public should gee to its remedy. For perhaps 40

Laura, engaged in the Liverpool Steeplechase, léft Chantilly on Saturday 
Morning for Liverpool, accompanied by her trainer, W. Booth. his mare 
has undergone a thorough preparation, and looks remarkably well; snd, if 
sbe arrives all right, her backers will have no reason to’ regret their outlay, 
Laura is an Irish-bred mare by Bandy out of Legacy by Windfall, by Picton 
cut of Vat, and is now five years old. Her giro Bandy, sometimes called 
Bandy Boy, was bred by the late Mr. Watts, of Jockey Hall, Curragh, Kil- 
dare, and is by Irish Birdcatcher out of Echidna. Thus her pedigree is good 
enough to satisfy anyone. This mare was bro ught over to France in 1864, 
and won her first steeplechase as a three-year-old at La Marche, in November 
of the same year. She carried 9st 2lb, and beat Church Lan ton, aged, 10st 
1lb, second ; Gilles, three-year old, 9st 2lb ; and Thrush, aged, 10st 10lb, - In 
1865, as a four-year-old, she won the St. Omer Steeplechase, 10st 21b, easily 
by two lengths, ridden by H. Lamplugh, beatin Biribi, aged, 10st 121b, 
second, and eight others; distance two miles and Shad cachers: Won the 
Grand Steeplechase at Caen, 10st 6b, ridden by H. Lamplugh, after a good 
race, by a length, beating Valentino, five-year-old, 11st 12lb, and five others : 
distance three miles. Won the Grand Steeplechaso at Dieppe, valne 500 
sovs ridden by H. Lamplugh, 10st 7b; easily by a length, beating 
Amaranthe, five-year-old, 10st 7!b, ‘second; Sly For, a ed, list 3lb, third; 
Valentino, 11st.13Ib, and eight others ; distance rather. shoit of three miles.

now broken into the month of February. The winterin the present instance 
having been unusually mild the horses have been scarcely interrupted in their 
work, and a fair number were brought out for each of the events run on Sunday, 
The weather was also aelighttal, and the large attendance and aper | of car- 
riages which lined the cords showed that the meeting has lost none of its popu- 
larity. Since last season some extensive improvements have been made, 
although not before they were wanted. The greater part of the unsightly and 
dangerous open structures which did duty for stands have been pulled down, 
and 4 spacious and elegant covered pavilion, resembling greatly that of Fon- 
tainbleau, has been constructed in their place, and with a sloping terrace in 
front afford an excellent view of the business. The paddock has also been en- 
larged and a new weighing-house and dressing-room for the jockeys erected, 
with a building for the bettiog ring, affording shelter in case of rain—nearly all 
of which conveniences were hitherto wanting. The running for the Prix 
d'Ouverture gave rise to some confusion in consequence of an objection put ia 
by the trainer of the Infante, who came in second, against Rk, M. D. and 
Katinka, the first and second, for carrying insufficient weight. R. M. D., he 
affimed, was liable to an additional 41) for a race of the value of 120 sova won at 
Croydon, and Katinka to au extra penalty for a stake of the same value gained 
in Ireland.

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COMPLIMENTARY BANQUET TO MR. F. STRANGE 
OF THE ALHAMBRA, LEICESTER SQUARE. 


Last week the friends of Mr. Strange met together at St. Jamos’s 
Hall, and presented him with a magnificent testimonial, consisting of 
a very beautiful centre ornament in silver, of the value of three 
hundred guineas. Tho plate forms a massive fountain and plateau. 

The fountain machinery is an ingenious invention by which a fine 
jet of scented water is thrown some six feet high for three to four 
hours after being wound up. ‘ 

The figure of Mercury, after the antique, supports the jet, the water 
from which falls into a glass basin ornamented with a rich wreath of 
coral in frosted silver. ‘Tho column and bases are respectively orna- 
mented with dolphins andfigures of mermaids supporting small glasses 
on sprays of coral, a rich embossing of sea shells, &c., completing the 
whole.

tion it now occupies as a Metropolitan Theatre of Varieties. Though 
the labour and responsibility connected with a vast establishment of 
this kind, giving employment to more than 300 persons, have not been 
without their substantial reward, the subscribers gladly united to bear 
testimony to those high business and personal qualities which pro- 
duced this beneficial result, and which are justly honoured wherever 
the English language is spoken.” ? . 

The Plateau has a pierced silver border, the subject being a very 
handsome Frieze. 

This beautiful piece of plate 
Was manufactured by Mr. Stephen 
Smith (late Smith and Nicholson), 
of Duke-street, Lincoln’s Inn- 
fields, for Mr, Field the well-known 
silversmith of Cheapside. We may 
mention that the manufacturer has 
been already made famous, inthe 
year 1845, by producing the foun- 
tain presented to the late Ibrahim 
Pasha by the Hon. East India Com- 
pany, and which weighed 11,000 
ounces, costing £8,000.

It had galvanic batteries and all sorts of demonstra- 
tions in natural philo.opby. Members of Parliament and Right 
Reyerend Bishops were its patrons ; but still the infant perished from 
the very weight of the clothes which were piled about it. Bishops, 
and Peers, and patrons vanished, andthe funds vanished with them, 
andthe Panopticon perished. What was its subsequent history? 
The ornamental architects of the Panopticon seemed to him to have 
secretly entertained within them a design that at some future hour the 
Alhambra should be converted into a Theatre of Varieties. Mr. E.

SHOOTING. 
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ASHBURNHAM PARK. 

These grounds were on Monday last visited by a very large company, 
and a rare afternoon’s sport resulted, during which much speculation 
took place, and a round sum changed hands. The arrangements of 
Mr. Page (who has the management of the ground) were admirable. 
The birds supplied by Hammond were of the very best, and the 
strictest order was kept, and all passed off most auspiciously indeed. 
These grounds bid fair to be second to none. The great attraction of 
the day was a match, for £25 a side, between Mr. Harding, of Wal- 
sall, and Mr. Taylor, of Suffolk, fifty birds each, loz. of shot, use ot 
one barrel only, 21 yards rise, H and T traps, and the butt of the gun 
to be held on the thigh until the bird took wing, the ground the 
boundary. Mr. Charles was referee, and Messrs. Fowler and W. Smith, 
umpires. The betting at the commencement was 6 to 4 on Mr. Hard- 
ing, but soon veered round to 2 tol on Mr. Taylor, who shot magni- 
ficently, and won the match at the forty-sixth round, having 
at that point scored thirty against his opponent’s twenty-four. 
Mr, Taylor also landed several bets of £10 to £5 against his 
killing thirty out of the fifty. Mr. Johnstone and Mr. Berkeley 
shot a match at—five—birds--each;~ 25° yards rise, five 
traps, fora ‘' fiver” and the birds. They tied, killing four each, and in 
shooting off Mr. Johnstone won. 
The latter gentleman and Mr. W. 
Page also shot several matches 
Mr, Johnstone winning the 
majority. This was followed bya 
contest fora gun, the property of 
a frequenter of “Old Hornsey 
Wood,” and was competed for by 
sixteen members at oue sov. each, 
live biids exch, 25 yds_ rise, five 
traps, use of both: barrels. Mr. 
Page and Mr. Joknstone tied, 
killing all, and shot off bird for 
bird; bat before doing’ 80, in a 
mcst hearty and sportsmanlike 
epirit, agreed that the winner 
should present the gun back to the 
owner, thus making it a benefit 
indeed. Mr, Johnstone won at the 
second round, and thus had the 
pleasure of handing it back to the 
recipient of the benefit. A silver 
cup was then shot for by eleven 
memters, one sov. each, five birds 
each, when Mr, Johnstone (who 
had been shooting with great pre- 
cision throughout the day) again 
tied with Messrs. Gardner and W. 
Smith, and, after shooting at thre 
more each, and tieing again, they 
agreed to divide. Below will be

SHooTING IN THE DistRIcT.—On Monday last a largo muster of the lovers of 

pigeon! shooting assembied at the village of Staineross, about three miles distant 
-feom Barnsley, where a pigcon-shooting Leger was shot, The proprietor,waa,Mr, 
G. Yeardley, the landlord of the Union Inn, Staineross, who is well known in the 
district, ‘Lhe day was cold and damp, yet this did not deter nearly 300 people 
asiembling to witness the afternoon’s sport, which took place on the followirg 
© nditions:— Entrance 5s. each, to which Mr. Yeardley added 58. There were 
seven shooters, each of whom were allowed four birds, 1} oz. of shot, and shot at 
21 yds rise, with 60 boundary. The following were the shooters:—J. Hepworth, 
Denby Dale, near Penistons; A. Dawson, Swallow-hill, near Mapplewell ; 
J. Hanniwell, jun., Upper Denby ; J. Moody, Newmillerdam, near Wakefield ; 
Edwin Ashworth, Barnsley; J. Wrigglesworth, and John Jackson, Mapplewell 
There was not much betting, the chief of which was, however, laid upon the 
result of each rise, At the end of the shooting it was found that the first prize, 
304,, had been won by Hepworth, who killed three. For the second prize, 10s., 
the following divided :—Hanniwell, Moody, Ashworth, Jackson, and Wriggle- 
worth. Dawson only kil'ed one. Mr. Richardson, of Staineross, officiated as 
trapper, and a friend of Mr, Yeardley’s filled the office of referee.

PRIZE FIGHT NEAR SAN FRANCISCO FOR 1,000 DOLS. A SIDE—A 
BATTLE IN THE MUD. 


(From the Alta Californian, Jan. 19.) 

For some weeks past the ‘fancy ” have been greatly excited over & grand 
pruising match between Tom Chandler and Pete Maguiro, for 1,000 dols. a 
side. The steamer “Contra, Costs” left Broadway wharf on Wednesday 
morning with a small but very seleet party of principals and spectators, some 
159 in all, bound for the field of blood, mud, and glory, near Lakeville Land- 
ing, Sonoma County,’ The boat, with its precious human freight, arrived in 
safety amid a pouring rain, and the ring having been pitched on the mesa 
about a mile aud a half down the river, on the eastern bank, the party started 
atonce. v partof the road lay through a morass almost impassable in 
eummer, and now a vast sea of anivering slumgullion, and @ art through 
newly-pleughed fields, which were now converted into a first-class imitation 
of a Texan “ Hog-Wa'low." Through the mud aod water the party floundered 
for an hour or more before they arrived, some leaving their boots behind, aud 
all platens from head to foot with tho liquidearth, and wet to the very 
skin. - 

On their arrival at the rifg, a stream of water, about large enough to run 
a saw-mill, was found gently meandering through it; but the heroes, nothing 
daunted, stripped for the battle, and went in with a will, every blow sending 
the water spirting off the back of the party, hit with force enough to kuock 
down and drown a moderately-sized boy. The heroes were up and down 
alternately for an hour or two, neither being able to pursue the other, and 
finish the fight, on account of the mud, and the moral certainty that if he fell 
on his face he would be drowned before his friends could get to him, bale him 
out, and right him. The betting at the start reemed to be in favour of 
Chandler, by considerable odds, and the fight appeared to be decidedly in 
his favour at the commevcsmeut, The rose of Maguire gave out, and cared jin 
early in the campaign, under the pressure of circumstances and a heavy 
accumulation of rain-water and extravasated bluod, and his eyes caught a 
large number of testimonies of affectionate regard from Chandler's fists, which 
caused them to gradually close on the beautiful world around, and turn to 
inward contemplation, with exactly what result we have not yet Jearned. 
Chandler’s middle finger knuckie joint also got split or crushed early in the 
battle, aud his hand puffed up so as to resemble a turkey blown up with a 
quill for exhibition in a restauraut window, while one of his eyes assumed the 
colours of a spring rainbow or a dying dolphin, and the licks which he caught

The fight, doubtless, 
was terminated yesterday, but the result will not be known (unless tele- 
graphed from Petaluma) until the steamer from Petaluma arrives this morn- 
ing, and the community will not feol satisfied until it is certain that neither 
party was killed,

pass without witnessing an international sculling match whic ad 
mises to create almost as wide sproad an interest in Englan ns 
America as that caueed by the international pugilistic match a low 
years ago between Heenan and Sayers. Kelly, the champion sculler 
of the ‘'bames, in England, has, efter some newspaper correspondence 
on the subject, agreed to row a watch with our champion, Hamill, on 
a course in England, to be selected b Hamill after his arrival there, 
We are glad that the race is not to take place on the ‘Thames, because 
we could ecarcoly look for a tair trial on that river. Of late years, 
rowing matches on the Thames have been in the hands of betting men 
and ‘bookmakers, as they are called over there. ‘fhe men matched 


to row are ‘touted’ and watched in their trials in the same manner | 


as race horses are; and as soon as the * good thing’ is out large com- 
missions are thrown into the market, and every availablo means used 
fair or foul, to bring off the event, ‘according to the books. 

“Ag for a match for the championship of the Thames (we are told 
by one who has every opportunity to learnthe facts), it isa mere ques- 
ion of who wins the toss for choice of sides, or leads at half a mile, 
for then the steamers crowd on the last man, and no matter how good 
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_ journals announced, positively, that Kell 
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he may be, there is no chance for him. So palpable was this in the 
late match between Chambers and Kelly, we are informed, that the 
referee, Mr. Ireland, left his post, aud declared that unless the steamer 
kept away from Chambers he would give no decision. The issue of 
the race, if at all close, rests with the captain of the steamer, who has 
his money “on,” or is put ona “little to nothing,” if so and so wins. 
But apart from this, there is a strong and natural prejudice in favour 
of Kelly; hoe served his time on the steamboat, and, consequently, 
is one of their own; hence they would use every means to ensure his 
success on the Thames. 

“Tt was a knowledge of these facts that induced us to advise Hamill 
not to row the proposed match for the championship on the Thames. 
As it is, no matter on what course the race may. take place, our re- 
presentative will labour under many disadvantazes—something 
similar, in a certain sense, to those which Heenan laboured under 
when he went to England to meet Ssyers. The peopls will be strange 
to him—their sympathies will be with their own man—the course, no 
matter where it may be, will be strange to him—and his training will 
have to be pursued under difficulties.. However, we have confidence 
in the ability of Hamill to pull through successfully, providing there 
are not too many unfair obstacles placed ia his way. Contested on its 
merits, the race will be one of the most exciting in aquatic annals, and 
will be worth a journey to see.

The outrigger skiff race between H. White (brother of Tom White, 
of London) and W. Hickey, for £100 a side, came off on Saturday 
afternoon, 16th inst., over the usual course, on the Paramatta River 
viz., from Charity Point to the Brothers, the distance being a little 
under three miles and a half.
